The Entertainment at the Pantheon, to. 
which we alladed in our last Courier, was 
attended by a great portion of the Society 
of Madras, The interior of the Building 
was fitted up very tastefully, but the variee 
gated Lamps entwined round the Columns, 
near the steps of the entrance, altho’ they 
produced a mest beautiful effect, threw too 
much light on the Masks, asthey prepared 
to commencetheir performance. The floor 
of the Jlancing room was chalked with vae 
rious specimens of Art, among which we 
observed the Devil conveying in a wheele 
barrow,a character which we supposed to be 
Hymen, bearing a Torch; and in another 
corner was Cupid in a most sullen and dise 
consolate predicament, with his Bow une 
slrung and his. Arrows broken. — The other 
subjects had been so much defaced before 
we remarked them, that we could scarcely 
discover their genuine Character. — We 
believe, hawever; that one of the obliterate 
ed designs, had originally been a perfect 
Áss; but the poor animal was so rubbed and 
mutilated, that with difficulty we could 
recognize it :.and no kind person in the 
room would tell us, what mystical allusion 
was designated by this symbol;—or for 
what reason an Ass had been introduced 
on such an occasion. ON _ 
‚While we were endeavouring to trace 
the occult meaning of this hierogliphic, 
we were led intoa sentimental train of re- 
flection—furgot the living aninals of the 
species—and were thinking on the dead 
Ass immortalized by Sterne— when we were 
roused from our reverie, by the éntreé of 
different Masks who began their gambols 
aboutteno’clock.

HURRICANE IN THE; WEST INDIES. 

Most distressing accounts were receive 
ed yesterday from various parts of the 
West Indies, respecting the dreactul 
effects of a late hurricane which occurred 
in that quarter. Be 

The following is extracted from a Ber- 
muda paper of the Ist of Aughst. 

<< Nassau, Sunday, Aug. 1, 1818. 

6 ft fails to our lotto record the most 
dreadial calamity by which these. Íslands 
have been ever afRicted in the memory of 
mans & which was experienced in the tre- 
rmendous hurricane with which it pleased 
Providenee to visit them on Monday the 
26th ultimo. 

«<'fhe dawning of that day exhibited a 
serenity, calcutate:l to luil to sleep the fears 
of the most wary; and the breeze freshen- 
ing on the sky, it was hailed by all as a 
kappy relief from the extreme su!try_ heat 
of the atmosphere, which had pressed hea- 
vily and unnerved us on the preceding 
days; bat no one-saw the appreachiug 
storia which lowered behind it. 

€ At 10 o'clock, the wind increased, and 
continued increasing, accompanied by 
short showers of rain. It gained consi- 
derably in the course of an hour ; at eleven 
it blew a strong gale, and some of the 
shippingín the harbour appeared uneasy 
at their anchorage; but it was not until 
12 o'clock that it attained the height which 
constitutes the commencement of an hur- 
ricane, and which soon became evident 
by its destructive effects upon the waters 
and upon the shore. Some of the vessels 
in the harbour were driven from their 
moorings, and houses began to totter Upon 
their foundations. . 

& The Courts of Chancery and Admi- 
ralty, then sitting, were of necessity ad. 
jeurned; bis Excellency the Governor, 
and the Members of the Council, in 
Chancery,and in Admiralty, the Judge, 
the Lawyers, and officers of court’ having 
for some time awaited an abatement, now 
anxious for their families”säfety, were 
compelled literally to fight their way.

«& Amoug the number of Spanish vessels 
here detained, there is but one which 
was got off during the tull, after having 
been driven on shore during the Northe 
east or first part of the hurricane, This 
was the bring San Guillelmo, detained by 
the James and Charlotte privateer. Itis 
owing principaliy to the zeal of the 
faster, ion Matius Famariz, who, we 
ünderstand, was the omly one among the 
whole number of masters of Prize ships, 
that united his active exertions ta those 
of the captors,‚to save property, which 
the remainder viewed with indifference, 
or with a worse sentiment perhaps, wish- 
ing its destruction, 

“On the morning after the hurricane, 
the Governor walked round the City, and 
having witnessed the destruction and mie 
sery it had occasioned, felt it his duty to 
relieve the sufferers. Imimediately upon 
his return to the Government House, his 
Excellencysummoned his Council, in order, 
with their advice, to devise the most ef. 
fectual means to effect his purpose. A 
meeting was also held of the Members of 
Assembly; and all coinciding in the hu- 
mane views of the Governor, it, was soon 
determined to grant a& sum of money for 
that purpose, which they mutually piedg- 
ed themselves to confirm at the next 
Session, in the three several branches of 
the Legistature ‘in General Assembly. 
Messrs. John Perpoll, Andrew Seton, J, 
Armbrister, John Storr, Michael Mälcom, 
Thomas R. Rigby, John C. Deane, Alex- 
ander Forsyth, and James Daunshee, 
were named a committee for distributing 
the relief so granted to objects entitled to 
receive it. 

«& Since then, the Chamberof Commerce, 
and Saint Andrew's Society, have voted 
considerable sums to the same effect; and 
tbe Masonic Loilges, it is said contem- 
plate imitating the humane example. 

In further aid, and to render the relief 
to be affordecl the safferers yet more effec- 
‚tual, a general voluntary subscription has 
been'set on foot, and is rapidly filling. 
Thus every thing has been done, consistent
